If he believes 
the play is a “frost” or even a semi­ 
success the house for the next few 
nights m ust bear every outw ard evi­ 
dence of prosperity. 
In other words, he m ust “buck the 
line” of adverse criticism by “papering 
the house.” 
For a week at least he 
must m ake a “front" in the orchestra 
chairs, no m atter if there is dettolatioi 
in the box office. 
Let him make th 
public believe the new pit»ee has ai 
traeted a large number of patrons to. 
six or eight peiTor ma ares and then* i 


a chauri' o f enough business in |irn;i 
up a forced run of a few weeks, which 
may help thinga on the road. 
'I Iii' 
means that “paper" or free tickets 
must be judiciously distributed. 
Every m anager of a theater has a 
large circle of friends. 
This may be 
due partly to lits possession of a genial 
personality, bul undoubtedly the busi­ 
ness he is in has in itself an attraction 
for many 
A m ajority of these people 
will accent passes when they are of 
fered: some are not above asking for 
them, while still others—but these are 
rare—will buy tickets when eutnpli- 
m entaries are uot tendered. 
When tile m anager bas a play that is 
in danger of going to pieces for lack 
of patronage he sends tickets to all 
these friends of his and whenever pos­ 
sible obtains a promise th at they will 
be used by tile persons to whom be 
gives them. 
It is not difficult to ex­ 
tract such a pledge. 
Being on term s 
of more or less intim acy with the m an­ 
ager, the favored ones know be will 
be likely to see them in the theater or 
if they are not there that he will take 
note of those who do uot use the tick 
cts. 
He keeps a record of the seat 
numbers opposite the nam es of those 
who should occupy those particular 
chairs and can tell at ouce when his 
hospitality has been abused.

Each of these heads

of tickets occasionally to distribute 
among Ids subordinates. 
Often it is possible to get rid of ”00 
tickets or more in a day iii this way 
and when this is repeated Iii four or 
five stores the m anager is sure of the 
attendance of an appreciable number I 
of well dressed young women in the 
newest millinery and style of coiffure 
each with a respectably attired cava- j 
lier and all oti their best behavior, j 
These people may not be ultra fashion­ 
able, but they will not disgrace their 
environment. 
Unless the theatrical titan is ac­ 
quainted with the departm ent heads 
however, it is not an easy m atter to 
give aw ay tickets in such ail estab­ 
lishment. 
The average clerk iii a 
large store. (‘Specially of the feminine 
gender. Is suspicious. 
She does not 
understand such open handed generosi­ 
ty. and there inuit bt* a lot of expla­ 
nation to convince her that in offering 
something for nothing the manager 
has uot some sinister design. 
As for 
the mate clerks, if he gives them any 
directly they are sure to tell every one 
w hat a pull they have with the man­ 


ager and pester him for tickets ever 
afterw ard, particularly when he has a 
success, with “the free list absolutely 
suspended.”
